On  12  Ootober  1949,  4bout  11:15  o'clock,  I rms  sitting  behind  a 
B-29  which  was  parked  on  the  ;Jala  .ires  Parkins  Raisp  and  I was  facing 
approxiraitely  South  Sast,  whan  I saw  a white  looking  round  object  that 
had  the  appearance  of  a balloon  about  6”  in  diameter,  coming  from  a 
SouthTrard  direction  at  an  enormous  rate  of  speed  and,  con^iared  to  the 
size  of  a B*29,  it  seemed  to  be  about  35,000  feet  in  altitude.  It 
seemed  to  curve  slightly  and  disappear  in  a Korth  East  direction  within 
approximately  45  seconds.  I called  to  s/Sgt  Boggs  and  S/Sgt  Denning 
to  look  at  it.  Both  boys  said  that  they  saw  it  and  I called  to  about 
three  other  crew  men,  that  were  under  tl\e  wing,  to  come  look  at  it  and 
due  to  the  fast  disappearance  they  were  unable  to  see  it.

Occaiionaily  at  night  and  ltt«  often  by  day  a pcmon  ha* 
the  good* fortune  to  tee  a great  meteor  or  fireball.  At  the 
number  teen  in  the  average  lifeiime  it  very  tmall,  great  paint 
thould  be  taken  to  make  at  accurate  obtervaiiont  ai  pottible. 
We  mutt  have  the  ohtcrver’i  name»  the  place  from  which  the 
<^b}ect  wat  teen  (the  pouition  of  the  ohterverS  ttation  mu«t  be 
given  at  eiactly  at  he  can  find  it»  i.e.«  to  within  a mile  if 
po«»tible)i  and  the  hour  and  minute  when  the  object  appeared. 

For  the  fireball  ittelf,  the  fundamcniak  data  are  the  point 
ill  the  iky  at  which  it  appeared,  and  the  point  at  which  it  dit* 
appeared.  If  it  wat  leen  at  nif^ht,  and  the  observer  knowi 
the  coniteliationt,  thete  points  tan  at  once  be  detcribed  ac« 
curately  with  regard  to  neighboring  ttart.  If.  a«  usual,  the 
pcrion  teeing  the  fireball  doci  not  know  any  Mart  or  conMella* 
tioni,  the  beginning  and  end  point*  can  be  fixed  only  by  their 
ilirections  and  iheir  angular  heighti  above  the  horixon.  Every* 
one  knows  what  is  meant  by  directions,  but  few  can  fix  them 
accurately.  However,  particularly  if  the  obterver  it  in  a 
familiar  place,  he  can  fix  the  points  with  regard  to  trees,  poles, 
houiet,  etc.  Then  with  the  help  of  a friend  who  can  determine 
angles,  be  can  measure  ofi  the  directions  and  altitudes  quite 
simply.  If  no  such  friend  it  available,  the  best  thing  to  do  it  to 
use  a compass  or  if  possible  to  check  up  the  directions  from 
some  map  of  the  surrounding  territory.  As  for  aliitudet,  it  it 
90  degrees  from  the  horison  to  the  aeoith;  hence  one  mutt 
make  tbe  best  estimate  of  what  part  of  90  degrees  each  of  the 
two  altitudes  it.  **The  Pointers'^  of  the  Big  Dipper  are  five  de* 
grcei  apart;  the  Bell  of  Orion  it  three  degrees  long.  Either 
will  help  in  estimating  a distance  in  degrees* 


Warning  should  be  here  given  that  the  use  of  miles,  yards, 
feet,  or  inches  to  deKribe  the  heights  or  lengths  of  paths  of 
meteors  or  fireballs  has  no  possible  meaning  and  the  words  are 
wasted.  As  a check  on  the  direction  of  the  path,  it  is  always 
useful  to  give  the  angle  of  the  path — in  degree*,  or  by  a dia* 
gram^with  the  horison,  of  course  saying  which  way  the  meteor 
was  going.  The  object's  sixe  should  be  compared  with  that  of 
the  full  Moon  or  some  planet  or  bright  star.  Here  again  the 
use  of  **inches"  in  describing  diameters  has  absolutely  no  mean* 
ing,  nor  has  the  comparison  of  the  meteor  with  balls  or  fruit. 
If  possible,  the  duration  of  flight  should  he  estimated  in  second*, 
and  if  an  explosion  is  r/eir,  one  should  time  carefully  how  many 
minutes  or  seconds  elapse  before  it  is  hearj.  This  it  an  excel* 
lent  check  on  other  observations. 

If  the  .object  is  seen  in  daylight,  exactly  the  same  note* 
should  be  made,  except  that  here  it  is  impossible  to  use  the 
stars  as  reference  points.  In  all  cases  additional  notes  at  to 
color,  trains  left,  peculiar  motion,  etc.,  are  useful. 

A report  which  has  only  part  of  the  desired  data  may  be 
very  valuable;  please  send  us  everything  noted  about  the  fire- 
ball, whether  it  is  much  or  little.  Your  observations  may  in* 
elude  just  the  one  point  lacking  in  reports  from  other  people, 
and  so  may  make  possible  a solution  of  the  heights  and  orbit. 

If  a long*enduring  train  remains  after  meteor  has  dis* 
appeared,  the  direction  in  which  this  drifts  and  its  changes  of 
shape  should  be  carefully  noted,  say  at  one  minute  intervals, 
if  it  lasts  this  long.  In  any  case,  all  drifts  are  of  the  greatest 
importance  for  studies  of  the  upper  atmosphere.

On  20  Ootober  1949  betweon  1830  and  1845,  and  1 ware  on 

the  way  home  from  work.  T/e  were  driving  north  on  Hartland  Road,  north  of  Route 
104,  approximately  three  (3)  nilea  from  Lake  Ontario  in  Niagara  Coimty,  when  I 
saw  a blue  light  which  appeared  to  be  about  the  aise  of  a wing  tip  light  on  an 
aircraft.  It  waa  traveling  from  east  to  west,  in  level  flig))t,  without  deviation 
in  altitude  or  course.  The  light  was  in  sight  for  from  five  to  eight  seconds, 
and  covered  on  estimated  five  miles.  Although  it  was  a quiet  evening  wovero  not 
able  to  hear  any  unusual  sound,  even  after  stopping  the  oar  and  getting  out. 

While  it  was  in^oaaible  to  accurately  judge  altitude  or  distance  I would  say 
that  a oon^arison  could  be  Tnade  to  the  wing  tip  light  of  an  aircraft  at  an 
altitude  of  five  hundred  (500)  feet,  distamoe  of  one  (1)  mile,  and  estimated 
speed  o'f  one  thousand  (1000)  l!PH.  There  were  notrailirg  sparks  or  evidence 
of  any  type  of  propellant  suoh  as  in  a rooket  or  jet.  The  light  disappeared 
in  the  same  manner  as  an  electric  light  being  turned  off.  At  the  instant  of 
disappearance  a few  orange-red  sparks  appeared  and  fell  almost  immediately. 


I4y  first  thought  was  that  it  was  an  aircraft  until  1 realised  that  if 
it  wore  the  running  lights  would  have  been  reversed,  and  that  I would  have 
seen  a red  light  instead  of  a blue  one.  The  speed  also  ruled  out  the  possibility 
of  a oorrventlonal  typo  alroraft.  I have  worked  around  planes  for  the  post  twelve 
(12)  years,  have  worked  in  rooket  test,  on  the  XS«1,  and  have  seen  the  North 
Amerioan  F 66  flown  wide  open,  but  have  never  yet  seen  anything  that  approached 
the  speed  at  which  the  light  was  traveling. 


I am  familiar  with  the  Northern  Lights,  meteors,  and  St.amo*s  Fire, 
but  none  of  these  could  explain  the  nature  of  the  light  that  was  seen  on  20 
Ootober.
